SBJISA KOSt/TIO continued as Consul at the Yugoslav Consulate 
General, San Franoisoo, during December 1952 and January 1953* His 
residence continued at 290 Karelian Avenue, San Francisco, California. 
Vice-Consul KICDjIAG/TCTCROVIC also made his heme at this place. KOStTTIO 
predicted that he would not still be in San Francisco at the end of 1953# 
(San Franoisoo T-2, 12/1/52). 

EEJAflT XO0TID of the Yugoslav Embassy in Washington, D.C., in 
the latter part of 1952 , told KOSDTIC that it looked as if KOSOTJO would 
be in the United States for at least another year. (San Franolaoo T-l, 
12 / 1 / 52 ). 

KOSUTXC indicated he vs a having financial difficulties in 
meeting his bills in December and he told his wife to hold such items 
as laundry to a minimum. (SF T-2, 12/8/52). 

/ Over the past monthc K0S17ZC has been noted aa friendly with 
OECRCiB/cOBAKIC, also known as teOiC^HOBANICH, 820 0*Farrell Street, 

Ban Francisco, California, a marine engineer of Serb birth. 

San Francisco T-7 advised that GEORGE CH0BAHI0H came from the 
same town ( Zooms) as did KOSUTIO and for this roason the original friend- 
ship had grown up. SF T-7 said that tECQCE CHCBANICH considered KOSUTIO 
to be a weakling, but his wife MAGDA ,1 a fanatio Cowmmiat. CECRGE CHGBANIOH 
was not sympathetic to the present rbgima in Yugoslavia which had reduced 
his formerly well-to-do family in that country to a penniless condition 
and therefore KOSUTIC and CHOHAtfICH did not disauss Yugoslav politics, 
on which subjeot there oould bo no agjfeemant. 

After a trip to Yugoslavia in 1951 when CHGBANIOH saw tbs 
terrible conditions in the country he could not refrain from being critical 
of said conditions, whereupon KOQUTIC begged him not to speak of these 
opinions among the San Francisco Yugoslavs. 
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CHOBANICH told SF T-7 that aside Iran social visits, his 
relationship with XOSUTIO had not amounted to anything# KOSUTIG did 
not ask CHOSAKTGH for any favors or try to find out anything in particu- 
lar about the Sorbian Colony* CHOBANICH stated tliat he was alert for 
something like this, but it had not occurred# CMA1TICH continued to 
see the officials at the Consulate in order to insure receipt of his 
visa for his next trip to Yugoslavia, as well as for the sokb of his 
family who were living under their regime. 

Over the past several months and again in this period ItCSOTIO 
has been noted in contact with CH/UUE$*S^KOVICIf, Editor of the San 
Franoi aco "Yu goslav-American Herald* 1 . He is a Serb and according to 
San FranoUco T-l^his newspaper usually supports the traditional pro-Serb, 
anti-Tito attitude of the Serb group in the United States. 

San Francisco T-5 advised that he had learned the following 
concerning the relations of KOSOTIC with CHARLES CVETKOVlGHf 

XOSUTIO originally contacted CVETKOVXCH o oncoming a subscrip- 
tion to the newspaper and there was an argument over where the paper 
should be sent, with CVETKOVICH refusing to direct it to the Consulate. 
KOSUTIG finally accepted delivery at Ms home. SF T-5 said that 
CVETKOVICH felt that KOSUTIG believed that the "Harald" was in financial 
difficulty and was therefore daairoua of rendering possible assistance 
to CVETKOVICH in this line. 

KOSUTIG told CVETKOVICH that he should go to Yugoslavia to 
see for himself how things were there and be would then not be so 
opposed to the regime. KOSUTIG offered to have the expenses of CVETKOVICH 
paid in this connection# CVETKOVICH declined to accept, first because 
ha knew that If he did he would be under a certain obligation to the 
Yugoslav Government and this would be reflected in how he would be able 
to edit his paper, and furthermore CVETKOVIGH did not wish to go to 
Yugoslavia. 

KCeUTIO discussed the problem of Communism with CVETKOVICH 
and disclosed that he was not in agreement vrith all the tenets of that 
philosophy. Ho said that he had been in Russia and with hie own eyes ha 
had seen the faults and iniquities of the system. Hs claimed Yugoslavia 
was building a different kind of socialism. 
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CVETKOVIOH told KOSUTIC that be oould demonstrate his distaste 
for Communism by re a lining from the Jugoslav Government which represented 
a Communist state* KOSUTIO indicated that his distaste was not that 
great and CVETKOVIOH felt that actually KOSUTIO was only talking in the / 
above manner in order to gain his confidence* Toward the end of December 
1952 K06UTIC desired that CVETKOVICH write an editorial on the 5TBPIHAC- 
TITO break which recently was mentioned in the various news madia* 
CVETKOVICH stated that as an orthodox Serb it was unbecoming of him to 
criticise the Vatican aotion in this case and that it would be more 
effective if a Roman Catholic wore to make such a protest. CVETKOVIOH 
stated that most of the Serbs who had suffered at the hands of the Uotashi 
regarded STEHCHAC as a criminal, but still they could not, with propriety* 
enter this arguiont. OVETKOVICHi therefore, declined to print anything 
supporting tlie Jugoslav Government position, although, in faot, ha agreed 
with it. 

Right after Christmas CVETKOVICH planned a trip by automobile 
to Los Angeles. When KCQVTIC heard of this he asked CVETKOVIOH if he 
oould go with him in his oar. CVETKOVICH did not approve of this, saying 
that if any of the Serbs were to witness this affair they would immediately 
think that he and the newspaper were selling out to the Consulate* 

However, KOSUTIO persisted and they finally agreed to meet at a restaurant 
near the homo of CVETKOVICH, where CVSTKOVIOH would pick up KOSUTIO. 
However, CVETKOVICH was deliberately late so that KOSUTIO did not wait 
for him, but went to Loa Angeles by other means. CVETKOVICH said that this 
episode greatly angered KOSUTIC as CVETKOVICH had hoped It would* 

When KOSUTIC want to Los Angeles he contacted GEORGE KOVACEVIO 
relative to the Vatican-Tito split and urged him to support the Tito stand* 
KOVACEVIC than oontaoted CVETKOVICH concerning it and CVETKOVICH told 
him not to mix himself in the affair* CVETKOVIOH said that KOSUTIO was 
trying to cultivate KOVAGKVK), who was President of the Serb Orthodox 
Church in Los Angles known as St. Sava* The Priest of this church was 
a Reverend IlIRKOjVUISICH, well-known to the Serbian group as a Oormunist 
sympathiser* KOVACEVIC formerly went along with the pro-Ccranunist members 
but recently told CVETKOVICH there was to bo no more of this at the church, 
that political discussions were henceforth banned, and he personally was 
not interested in furthering any pro-Communiat propaganda. 
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CVETKOVICR claimed KOVACEVIC wa a very friendly t/ith him 
and wa a asking for advice on certain political matters and since the 7 
idona of CVSTK3VICH were public record, printed upon the pages of his " * 
newspaper, lie did say tliat KOVACBVIC was nw no lon^r pro-Comnuniat* 

. Othsi soiucea advised that KOflOTIO, whan he went to Los 
Angeles in DoQiMbu* lf5?> appeared to be trying to line up certain 
individuals the;** for aation in the Vito-Vatican matter# 

SP rtported cn December 2?, 1952 that when in Los Angeles 
KOai/UIC tried t< v Vraat certain raen in unrated proposition, but with 
slight Queers. rafuaod to go Along, as did another previously 

contacted, out iryuajd, individual# Tho pun in to fishery, probably 
JOSEPf/ZANPItU;, ?1 <: c declined to do it. The la' erend KERKO VUISICH 
and an unnamed irriarvl of his agreed to the proposition so KCSUTIC spent 
all of December 25, l*#? with them preparing the item# 

KOParr abo indicated he had been trying, although unsuccess- 
fully, to sea •the i.-*;®, otlierv/ise unidentified, to tell him about soma 
new material which woe coming to him# KO0UTIO also tried to see WENDELL 
KILTER, but this man had already left town# 

CVETXOTCQH, of San Francisco, who was originally scheduled 
to drive KGS OTIC to Los Angeles in his autoaobile but did not do so, as 
was set out above, also saw GECRG^S^VACEVIO tills same period# 

KOS OTIC* indicated that he had found out from GEOIC-E XOVACKVIO 
what CVETKOVIOII had wanted. 

Consul General RAFCSmjlOEVIC wanted XOSUTIC to get KOVACEVIC 
to write something on this matter but KOSUTXO said ha would not do so# 
KOSDTTO rlso felt that U# ArsHJJICK, at whose ho m hs was a guest during 
thi* ilsit, wae not too muoh in favor of this proposition. The source 
advisee that the above possibly had to do with the sending in of letters 
of arrival of t!;a Y'.^ualav position in the Tito-Vatican break#

SF T-2 3Aid t\ at nOSUTIC expected to to is Los Angeles the 
weekend of Docer/var 2?, 1952 and no furthor detailj were at first known. 
(8F T-2, 12/23/52). 

It was subssquently learned that K0S17TIC planned to see 
JOSEPH ZANIUOVIG ou Teoember 26, 1?52 or December 27, 1952, going dcwn 
to San Jbdro with 4 wan from Los Angeles. KC6U7IC also planned to see 
Reverend filRKO VJ13ICH on December 28, 1952 and hoped to also see 
QECRQE K0VAC2VIC. (SF T-2, 12/2V52). 

It was indicated that ROBOTIC intended to contact N. A. HOICK 
upon his arrival in Los Angelas. (SF T-2, 12/26/52). 

As mentioned above , KOSDTIO was seen as friendly with C VETRO- 
VICH. Set forth hereafter will be* a series of contacts known to have been 
had with CVKTKDVICH. It will be recalled that C7ETK0VIQH la editor of 
the Sah Francisco "Xugoalav-Amerioan Herald* 1 • 

On December 10, 1952 KQSt/TIO indicated he wished to see 
CVETKOVICH but on that particular oocasion 0VETK0VIDH said he was too busy 
to see Mo. (SF T-2). 

KOSIZTIC invited CVETKOVICH to lunch on December 23, 1952, which 
inviurtion was a vcep'^d. (5F T-2, 12/22/52). 

KOSDTV; lr.djLcated that he intended to drivo down to Los Angeles 
with CTF.TKOVICf 1 , ddnr:rr,ing from San Francisao at lOtOO A.H* on December 
26, 1952. ROBOTIC* ijidioated ha would wait at a restaurant near 223 16th 
Street for OV2TK0VICH to come pick him up. (SF T-2, 12/2h/52). 
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For some reason, unknown to KOSt/TIC, CVETKOVICH failed to 
arrive at the appointed mooting place although ba finally contacted 
CVETKOVICH and apologised for being lata, but KOSUTIC was angry and 
decided to f o to Los Angoles by airplane resenting, as he said, "being 
led around by the nnse". (SF T-2, 12/26/52). 

KOflUTIC desired to aee mNCEsSffiRISaij a student at the 
University of Calif ornla at Berkeley, hit a resident of Los Angeles, during 
hia trip to Los Angelos but he found that aha expoted to be in Berkeley 
ovexthis perici*. rPiuCFfi MCRRISON suggested to KOSUTIC that he see 
JKAIi a^SIS, who Jn t marrioi woman, but itot enr.O oy?d , who would be free 
to see nCSUTIC. Irvjv.ni indicating that tills parson was a friend of 
FKAKCES liCRHISOK it is not known why KOSUTIC thought of seeing her 
and it is not known if Uq did, in fact, sea JEAN 3ISIER. (SF 1-2, 12/26/52). 

Consul Canard RAFG P/AISCEVIG told KOSUTIC he had been instructed 
by hia Governmon**. V» devd-lop connections with tlie Itollywood movie industry. 
They wanted the Consulate to continue its work in all fields and the 
OovBrnoent would send to them wore material concerning tha Yugoslav activ- 
ities in this lino, which would includa films and speeches by prominent 
Yugoslavs. IVAttSrVIC told KOSUTIC to see S, C-ABH and l/ENDELL MILLER if the 
latter was still around Los Angelas. Also, while in the Southern California 
area KOSUTIC was to find out what plans tha San tadro community had made 
for the appearanco of the musical octet from Ljubljana* IVAIJCEVIO indicated 
that the Embassy was not pleased with tha lack of concrete plans so far 
made for 1 1» appearance of this group* (SF T-2, 12/27/52)* 

It will be recalled that during a previous report it was set 
forth that KOSUTIC was in Los Angelas in November 1952. The following 
is a sumnary of his activities during this visit, according to SF T«li 

KOSUTIC reviewed his relations with dHARIE^tNSSlLMAN as 
follows* ■ 

This ran ctme to tha Consulate with a letter which was given 
to hi* V an u wnwi r.lovsne from Fontana, California, reoopffoending hia 
aa a fr?«nd of Yv*‘...d7m, KOSUTID asked him (CHARLES SJELU1AH) if aa a 
Jew he vm3 aoqu?.ii tud \/ith the case of ANDJUAf^AU^tKOVICH of Los Angeles 
and ho replied tirt >a was and ha promised to ooufchct the influential 
Jewish circles in Los Angeles so that this case might receive publicity, 
in the local press in favor of the YVigoslaV Oovornment^ attempts to 
extradite this individual* 
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It was on Ootober 3j 1952 tliat CHARLES SPELLMAN appeared at 
the Yugoslav Consulate in San Franoiaoo to discuss the possibilities of 
going to that country as a visitor* SPBLIMAN pointed out that he had / 

always been a friend of that country and watched with sympathetic interest - 
the development of the country at the present time, Before he left on 
this trip he stated ha would liko to help the Consulate in its work 
on the West Coast and when asked as to what kind of holp he could give he 
replied that he nad ^ood connections with the film industries as well as 
with the press, p.nd he would be willing to establish whatever oontaot 
in those fields tWi t ’>« Consulate might need. SPELLMAN requeated that 
the next time kCLWK* jent to Los Angeles he should visit with him. 

In the raw an time KOSOTIC had boon to Washington where he had 
talked to the members :f the Embassy staff concerning this possibility 
and it was then u^reod that kGSUTIC should go down and see 8H3HMAN* 

KOSOTIC also contacted of the Yugoslav Inf omation Center# 

Hew York, asking him for suggestions in regard to possible contacts in 
the film industry. Therefore# on November 3# 1952 , when KQSUTIG went 
to Los Angeles, he uca net by SFELUiAH who had made arrangements with sev- 
eral friends on the Los Angeles M Times” in oonnootion with the case of 
ANDREW ailTUICOVICH. 



SPBUL^AN assured KOSUTIC tnat an artiole on this case would 
appear in this newspaper and that & reporter by the name of RIAN would 
be ons of those handling the matter. SPELLMAN suggested that the press 
bs given the YugosDav story not before November U» 1952 at whioh time# 
because of the election# there would be greater interest in ths news- 
papers as well as more editions* 

During the same visit KOQUTIO wont to the Friars Club where 
he had the opportunity to meet several influential people and wall-known 
lawyers While talking with these persons concerning the case of ANDREW 
mwjyyd, it was suggested that KOSOTIO gat in touch with SANIEL GASH# 
the c"i »*’*** of thr newspap er ■ h Tbs Jewish Voice”* KOSOTIC indicated ha 
v /03 ujv. to contact t .is man. 

On No^nhwr Ji# 1952 he had his meeting with RIAN, the news** 
papomm, and onn j* y*e questions asked KOSOTIC was if KD0UTIO thought 
that if ANDREW ARTihLTICH were returned to Yugoslavia would he be sentenced 
to death. KOSOTIC replied that he oould not say how the oourt would rule 
in this case but that there was & possibility of the death sentence being 
imposed beoause of the crimes which ANDR3/ ARTUKOVIOH had committed, 

KOSOTIC said that it was therefore not oorreot that he had told RIAN that 
ANDREW ARTUKGVIOH was going to bs hanged* ( From the above it would appear 
that some suoh statement attributed to KOSOTIC may have appeared in the 
Los Angeles press.) (8F T-l# l?/l/52)*

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That same day I vont and paid & visit to Reverend UENDRIL L. 
KILLS t, a minister of the tathodl3t Ohurchj wt 10 , last summer, 
went together with a rx oup of fifty members to Yugoslavia. 

At this time I informed him that we were not informed about 
him even though he has been in correspondence with the 
Information Center. 



We had a lengthy talk concerning our country, also concerning 
his imp* cc-cions of Yugoslavia. What little he saw of Yugo- 
slavia dialog his stay there of a few days lie speaks with 
reality and chows great understanding for both the internal 
and avtari^l problems of Yugoslavia. So far* he has given 
15 leotores at various universities, sohools and clubs# He 
also etatod that ho would continue to give lectures os 
long as he j/H 11 bo asked to do so. 

Mr. tf* f/flAHM, an economist, also visited Yugoslavia with 
this grdup, and according to Hr. I1ILLER, is new writing 
a book concerning Yugoslavia. I made an attempt to see this 
man but this went without success inasmuch as that day Hr. 
FLAB! was not in los Angeles* hr. HM15R states that Hr. 
FLAM* is very well known among the scientific circles of 
Los Angeles. 



On November 5th, together with C. SfELLMAN, I visited SAM 
CLARK, the Publicity Director of Warner Bros. Stuiio, who 
also invited us to lunch that day. I spoke to him in 
general terms of cooperation with our film industry* Mr. 
CLARK immediately brought out that ha vaa not in the 
position to discuss matters of this kind, but that ha would 
be very glad to put mo in contact with the proper people 
for this matter with whom ha has excellent relations. 

I olsf> touted HAROuSSms of the RKO Studio. He is on* 
of the Hoduotion Directors. Our conversations with him 
were more couoret«» He told me about being in Italy and 
France last year in connection with making pictures there, 

I told him about our film industry, their position as well 
as the independence of the industry. Ha is of the opinion 
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that there would be no trouble or difficulty in estab- 
lishing relations and cooperating with each other, but 
that they would need some definite offers and proposi- 
tions in order for them to open up negotiations. This 
man also states that he might be interested personally 
in suoh a deal, 

X saw from the above interviews as well as from other 
persons tliere that the film industry in Hollywood has 
a number of very rioh people who have pat some of their 
capital into the industry." 

(SF T-i, 12/1/52). 

KC6UTIC had a notation, the significance of which was unknown, 
to the effeot that ROBERT SIODMAK was a reviewer in Hollywood for rel- 
igious pictures* (SF T-l, 12/13/52). 

KOSUTIC told HAROLD USW33 that he had enjoyed hearing fToa 
him and receiving Ids remembrance from the studio. KOSUTIC indicated 
he would continue to send material on Yugoslavia to HAROLD UStflS. 

(SF T-l, 12/17/52). 

KOSUTIC nil S. OASH of "The Jawlah Voles" bid itSAtt* an ott- 
ltortLal on tha SifflRbrf AITUKOVICH case, (3? T-1,1^/17/52), 

Consul SINISA KC6UTI0 received a copy of "The Voice", issue 
of November 21, 1952, wherein the editorial mentioned above and the 
story of ANDREW ARTUKOVICH was set forth. KG6UTIG thought the article 
rery good and ho was sure that it would impress its readers and as 
S« CASH uaidj KOSUTIC thought tliat the literal people would raise their 
voices against those aiding and influencing the opposite side* KOSUTIC 
express?! pleasure at having worksd with S. 0 ASH on such a worthwhile 
aotic,:. {OF T-l, 12/17/52), 

It apjiared thrft the above editorial came as a result of a 
oonta it >*ith 3/oASH, Editor of the California, "Jewish Voioe", 

h06 ionth Main fMvss t, Los Angelas, whom KO0UTID urged to participate 
in tha ANOftKlf ARTJ&C?1CH case to show tha American public opinion 
the kind of orlmej this man had ooumitted against his own people in 
the time of war. At that time KC6UTI0 stated his conviction that fl. GASH 
was the fight man to operate in th a newspaper field in order to refute* 
tha statements of ANDREW ARTUK07I0H, who was claiming to be a good 
democrat and oburoh-goer and innocent of all char gas. 
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KOQUTIO felt that the participation of 8, CASH in thin 
“important ^oauae” would be of great value and ha asked S. CASH for the 
identity of any San Franoiaco newspapermen who might ba interested 
in the case# (SF T-l, 11/19/52)* 

SAMEL GASH contacted KC8UTIC on Decem^r 12, 1953, sayi ng 
that he received a Qojjwunioation from IRVING the Editor 

of the "Leader” newspaper of rforcester, Massachusetts, concerning the 
ANDREW ARTUXOVICH case* KCSUTIC was pleased that the favorable re- 
action to the literary effort of S* GASH had reached as far as the East 
Coast* KOSUTIC suggested to tho Yugoslav Embassy that someone from 
there should go up to Norceater to see IRVING I. 0GH£N and give him 
material for this subject matter, (SF T-l, 1/5/53) • 

Before going to Los Angeles on hie November 1952 trip, KOSUTIO 
indicated that in connection with his meeting with CHARIES SfSLLMAN 
he would give him all the material concerning ANDREW ARTUKOVICH that 
the Consulate had in the English language and also he would giv® him 
the addresses of all tlie Jewish people who had been sent resolutions 
on this particular matter* (SF T-l, 10/30/52), 

OECRGK KOVACEVIC of blh South Lake Avenue, Pasadena, Calif- 
ornia, which is the address of Davis and Sons Realtors, contaoted 
KCSUTIC in August 1952 about doing something to insure that the war 
criminal, AUDREY ARTUKOVICJI, would be sent back to Yugoslavia, Sinoe 
the trial judge had already rendered his decision CECRGE KOVACEVIC 
was reluotant, feeling that a small protest from his organisation, 
known aa ”Hir u , would be to no avail, KOVACEVIC suggested 
that the large groups auch as the Serbian National Council, the 
Croatian Fraternal Union, and the Slovene Union, would be more useful 
for their purpose, KOVACEVIC said he had tried to influence 
RADAKOVIO and HHOVAHOVIC of the Serbian National thion to take a 
positior wherein they supported the united homeland, but be said that 
thece people would not listen, KOVACEVIO hoped that they would at 
least >e able to work for the extradition of ANDREW ARTUROVICH# KCSUTIC 
disagrofid with KCVAHEVIO that the protest from his organisation would 
not he effective. 
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KOSOTIC wanted resolutions to appear. In tho iraalgrant preaa 
in large numbers to show that justice was being sought j a wide protest " 
was desired* K0SUT1C said it was useless to try to get a protest from 
the National Officers of the nationwide organisations mentioned above , 
and therefore he wr.s trying to not the individual branches to take action* • 
K03CTIC asked KOVACKVIC to again raise his voice in this “honorable and 
national matter 0 * even in his small club and there it would bo able, to 
go down in the minutes of the club as a voice against t Its criminal* 
Espooially then KOVACKVIG could see who it was who was against such a 
resolution. (ST T ~V, 1 2/2/52). 

tb\nTD^ADOFF of 8lli South Detroit Street , Los Angeles j indioated 
late in December 1?52 that he had been in contact with Consul 5IHISA 
KOSt/TIC and that he would have further contact with him* Wo further 
Information concerning this individual, or whv he was contacting KOSUIXC 
was available. (3F T-l, 1/12/53).

J. H./BUIAICMaf Watsonville, California, sent s orate of 
apples to KOStfftC. (SF T-2, 12/12/52),

On December 17, 1952 TANfiroPiiEMO, Sunnyvale, California, told 
KOSUTIC that he had boon in Watsonville arc! if on KOSUTIC ■« way to Wat- 
oonYillo, he would stop at his place he would tell him all about JOSO 
BULAICH, a man who was reportedly worth one-half million dollars. 

He is a friend of TAKE 5IR2N0. During the days right after World War I 
he was supposed to have some work in Russia and had a plan to donate 
#50,000.00 to that country, but ho became disgusted and did not do itf 
nevertheless, TANS STRENO considered him to bo a'big Russian 11 , that is, 
Russian sympathiser. (SF T-l, 1/2/53)* 

San Francisco T-6 advised that on January 7, 1953 in his 
opinion J060 BULAICH of Watsonville, was a Communist sympathiser* 



KOSUTIO was acquainted with the family of P/NOSUNIO of Gilroy. 
KOSUTIO told 1108UJDLC that when he bad scan him in WauBonville be had 
mentioned that ho intended to come to see him to discuss his impressions 
of Yugoslavia, as Rained on his recent trip to that country. He hoped 
to visit him on November 2, 1952. It was noted that the residence of 
MOSUNIC was Box 107, Route 1, Gilroy, California, and it appeared to 
source that he is of the Montenegrin descent. (SF T-l, 10/30/52),

It was indicated that NIKOLA AHDJKLIGH would be coming to San Francisco 
and would contact KOSUTIC on January 18, 1953* (SF T-2* 1/15/53). 



KOSUTIC invited 0:{AiU£S 0VETK0VI0H for lunch on January 16, 
1953. The invitation waa accepted. (SF T-2, 1/15/53). 



KOSITTIC entered Mt. 2ion Hospital on January 19, 1953 for 
an appendix operation. (SF T-2, 1/15/53). 

During rforld War II KOSUTIC waa connected with a Jugoslav 
organization with tta/ initial* N.O.P. where he filled the position of 
network leader. During thia period one of his sub-workere named 
DJIRDJE TjSCDCROVIO^ZEHUJI asked him for a rooenroendation concerning his 
war service.

D2JAK KG? TIC, /of the Yugoslav Embassy, who waa related to 
KOSUTIC, asked KOSUTlC^o investigate privately an occurranoe which 
took place sometime im September 1952 near Sacramento, California. Jt 
appeared that VOJKV&LOVANOVIC, a translator for a group of agriculture 
students, was in Sacramento where they encountered soma newspaperman. 
This HHOVAHOVIC was a good friend of the wife of DEJAH KOSTIO and 
KOSTIC therefore wanted to know what actually happened so he could give 
the girl some advice because she was worried about the whole thing. 
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It Boeoed that the newspapers misquoted MHOVAHOVIC oo she said and 
furthermore a he was only translating the remarks of others, whereas 
tJw newspapers made it appear as if she said everything as her own 
opinion. DEJAN KGSTIO wanted KC6UTIC to make a private check without 
letting others at tlie Consulate know about it because the Washington 
officials had already made their decision on the case. DEJAN KOQTIC 
wanted some newspaper clipping of the statements which were, from 
what he heard, “stupid remarks". The girl claimed that these 



remarks came not Tram her but from a man named JOVANOVIC who was in the 
group. BBJAN KOSTIC told KOSUTIO to reply to him not at the Embassy 
but to his home at lljl3 Handlton Stroet, Washington, D.C. Nothing 
further was noted on this matter. (SFT-1, 12/L0>2). 




KOSUTIC wrote up a man named JELOg/ViATIC with no local address 
being shown. KOSUTIC said that KELC6 MATIC was bom in Gospic but had 
finished school in Belgrade. His f atfaer was a lawyer in Novi Sad. KQflCTIO 
noted thay FOTIC (former Yugoslav Ambassador to the United 8tates, CON- 
STAOTIN/fotiO) had vouched forthis man. (SF T-l, 10/30/52). 



San Francisco T-5 advised that fuLCS 11ATXC is a displaced 
person, an ex-Chetnik, who is presently employed at the Schlage Look 
Company, San Francisco, California. SF T-5 said that this man is an 
anti-Cccnmnist and anti-Tito. SF T-5 discussed various Serb individuals 
with vhA KOSUTIC liad been friendly. Ho said that the Reverend 
DOSITEI/OBRADOVICH , the San Francisco Serb Priest, no longer wanted 
to see iCOSUTIO and more or less reflected tile usual Serb view of non- 
cooperation with Tito. 

VASG^EUIERA, a San Francisco resident and native of Boka, 
occasionally had contact with KOSUTIC. SF T-5. said he was the type of 
man who enjoyed the prestige of consorting with officials. 

SVETOZAr/eHOVIC j aooordiiwj to ST T-5, la a nun with a ohlld'a 
view nn politics, who had no influence among the Serbs. S2ROVTO told 
SF T-5 ho saw KOSUTIC occasionally and enjoyed arguing with him. 



TECDCR/PENDA has Wen replaced as caretaker at the flan Fran- 
cisco Serbian Hall by JOWf/ESIOH. SF T-5 said that CE3ICH is well- 
known as an anti-Oojimunisw and a very reliable man. KOSUTIC used to 
patronise TEODCR DEiffiA, but SF T-5 did not think he would find JOHN ’ 
CE3ICH receptive. 
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Summing up the success of the pro-Tito Consulate officials* 
particularly KGSt/TIC, in their efforts to penetrate the Serb group, 

SF T-5 stated that there was now even lees cooperation than when the 
Consulate 1‘irat opened, and SF T-5 felt that except for one or two 
individual instances the 8erba were not giving the Conciliate help on 
any of its projects# (SF T-5j 3/^53). 

Among his offioial functions at the Consulate, KOflOTIO con- - 
tinued to handle inheritance flatters. SF T-2 advised that in this 
connection KOSOTIC oontacted^attorneya in San Franoiaco, notably, 
JERGHK F0LITZI31 and EEliETT'TiAYEfl. KCSUTIC made a msabar of contacts, 
which source advised appeared to be of a sooial nature# 

Dr« RALFH REYNOLDS invited KOSl/TIC and his wife, as well 
as other Consulate officials to his home on Christmas day for an open- 
house. (SF T-2, 12/C/52). 

JOHN J/ SCIRICH of Watsonville, invited KOSUTIO to ocme down 
to hie area for a hunting trip at the end of the year# SCIttICH eaid 
he had not contacted the Consulate recently because his business was 
not very good. (SF T-2, 12/23/52). 



KOSUTIO stated he had heard that LJUBICA VUKOVIC died and 
he thought he should go call on the family# (SF T-2, 1/15/53)* 

TAHE/SKtERO came to tl» home of KGSt/TIC for dinner and accom- 
panied KOSUTIG to the funeral, believed to be of the above mentioned 
person. (SF T-2, 3/16/53). 
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
